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LETTER FROM O. F. GATHRIGHT 
to MILTON H. GATHRIGHT 
(one of his brothers in Georgia) 


Tippah County Miss. April 24, 1841 


Dear Sir 

I was sorry that I did not see you as you passed on your 
way to Milledgeville last Nov. I got to Jefferson a few minutes 
after you had left. I waited however until J was satisfied that 
you could do nothing for me there and on the 23rd of Nov. I set 
out for this country. : 


My object in coming here was to find a better country than that 
which I left. How far I have succeeded remains in some respects 
uncerbain. If the county proves to be healthy however there is 


no question with me but what my chance here is infinitely better 
than it was there. I can’t possibly be worsted if as I said 
before this country proves to be healthy, I have some fears 
however in this respect. Although this country is in appearance 
is quite elevated and broken and has every appearance of health, 
I fear that the limestone water will not do for health; Some of 
the water here is very bad indeed and none good. I am about due 
west from your place, but there is no resemblance in this country 
and that. I have travelled over the larger portion of the 
Chickasaw County, and I think it is,:in appearance the. mbst 
pleasant and desirable country I ever saw. The lands are 
fenerally very productive and entirely clear of rock or gravel. 

I brought a little hard money here with a hope that I could enter 
some land; but I find there is no chance to enter now to any 
advantage, all the land of any value being taken. , 

IT have determined on spending the summer here. I make my home at 
Mr. Benjamin Collins who is a second cousin of mine. I have seen 
a food many of our relations bere. Old Moses Collins who is a 
full cousin to your Mother says he formerly lived near Augusta 
(Ga.) and was acquainted (with) our family. He informs me that 

I have two uncles now living in Green County, Ala. and one died 
there a few years ago, he says they are all very wealthy. All 
that I have seen or heard of are very wealthy. How is it that 

JI have never heard you nor any of the rest speak of these people? 
Did you know nothing of them? As to my own part, I never knew 
whether there was or even had been any such kin or no. I was 
rather inclined to think that we had no kin on our Mother’s side, 
as lI never had heard of any, and indeed I don’t know that I even 
asked any one, for I supposed that if there were any such kin, 
you and some of the other older ones of the family would have 
known something about them. But never to it (the) best of my 
recollections have I heard any of you mention a single individual 
as being related to us on Mother’s side expect Mrs. Cheatham who 
died near Athens (Ga.) a few years ago. Old Moses Collins tells 
me that the cousins(?) is very long, they are scattered all over 
this western country, he says. 

If I had capital, I could do an excellent business here at 
selling goods, and if I had all that is owing to me I should have 
enough to commerce on a small scale. If I can get my money, 
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I shall try it next year. Goods are very scarce here and the 
country thickly settled, and with the right sort of people too. 
Times are getting better every day; indeed this part of Miss. 
never was very bad off. If I should get able to commence 
business here, I shall go on the cash system. It is thought by 
those who know most about the country that it would work well 
now. As much as has been said about Miss. and not withstanding 
we have no bank in the state worth a copper. Yet there is three 
times the amount of money circulating here that there was where 
I lived in Georgia. My intercourse with the people here has been 
sufficient to satisfy me of this fact. It is likely that I shall 
be in Georgia sometime in December. I thought before I started 
out here I could fix my business so as not to go back at all, but 
I find I shall have to go back. I must try to see you when I go. 
News reached here on the 16th that Gen. Harrison died on the 4th 
inst. 
I take the Southern Ga. Banner, and I discover from some 
editorials, letters, presentments of Grand Jurys etc. that 
Governor McDonalds relief message as it is called is quite 
popular especially with the Democrats, and that the people are 
loud and bold in denouncing the legislature for treating it in 
the manner it did. If I was a citizen of Georgia, I should be 
opposed (to) the measures of the message.
